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FOREWORD 


The San Francisco Art Association has from its beginning carried on 
two principal public functions in the service of art in this community: the 
California School of Fine Arts and its Annual Exhibitions. Recently a 
crisis caused by contemporary conditions forced an evaluation of the 
School. Those most closely connected with it and its contributions to art 
here rallied to its support and successfully assured its continued activity. 


The Annuals have faced no such crisis. Since 1935, their technical 
management — sending out notices, presenting entries to the juries, 
hanging the selected works and issuing a catalogue — has been 
carried on by the San Francisco Museum of Art. The responsibility of 
selection still remains in the hands of the Art Association, which, by its 
artist members, elects the jury members, secures prizes, and, through the 
Artists Council, sets the conditions for the exhibition. It is in a very real 
sense, therefore, an exhibition prepared by artists, and its character 
from year to year reflects their judgment. With the consent of the 
Artists Council, the original inclusive annual of all media was divided, 
soon after 1935, into three separate annuals, to give greater importance 
and better presentation to each of the major fields of artists’ expression 
here. Three times a year, therefore, the Art Association appears before 
the local public to present what its juries have found most vital and 
interesting and valuable among the items submitted to them. 


The present exhibition is typical of these yearly surveys. Like all the 
Annuals, it is open to all artists in this country who care to submit to it. 
Because prints and drawings present less of a shipping problem than

paintings and sculpture, or even watercolors, the proportion of works 
submitted by artists outside of the region is slightly higher than for the 
two other Annuals. The majority of entries are by local artists who can 
bring in their work by hand or who live close enough to keep shipping 
charges low. Understandably, the greater number of acceptances from 
artists of the region reflects the percentage of entries. This exhibition 
is, therefore, like all San Francisco Art Association Annuals, predomi- 
nantly a review of art of the region, rendered more interesting by the 
occasional addition of examples from elsewhere. 


The value of annual juried exhibitions is easily overlooked. Artists 
who submit to them and are not accepted complain about them. The 
juries spend a great deal of time and effort making the selections, are 
rarely completely happy about their choices and usually come in for 
criticism from some quarter. The art reviewers dislike them because of 
the large number of items included and the difficulty of evaluating the 
work of individual artists, whether new to them or familiar names appear- 
ing in a new phase, when at most two works by each one are included in 
the exhibition. The public usually finds them interesting. Also students 
of contemporary art, as much concerned with trends as with individuals, 
familiar enough with art and artists to place the latest work by a well 
known figure in the Annual in relation to his earlier work, and intent on 
identifying new artists, find them invaluable opportunities for review 
and discovery. Certainly, no matter what their limitations, these yearly 
exhibitions have a value in providing one more opportunity for our large 
community of artists to appear before the public as well as another pos- 
sibility of examining an additional facet of this vital, ever changing art 
of today. 


Exhibitions of contemporary art are now frequent in San Francisco. 
In the 70's the Art Association was the first to turn attention to art and 
artists of the time. However, the Art Association Annuals, still artist 
judged exhibitions, continue to make their somewhat different and very 
stimulating contribution to art here as this exhibition demonstrates. 
The Museum is glad to be able to present again an Art Association 
Annual and invites its public to enjoy it as well as learn from it.
